Richard Mansfield, the actor, died at 
6 o’clock this morning at his Sommer 
residence. Seven Oaks, after an illness 
of many m entis. 
Mr. Mansfield 
recently 
came 
to 
Seven Or kg from 
the Adriondacks, 
where he had been’taken by his family 
in the hope that his health wonld im ­ 
prove. 
The mountains fa* led to re­ 
store him and it was decided to bring 
him home. 
Mr. Mansfield broke down at Scran­ 
ton, Pa., last winter while play ing 
Peer Gy nt. in which he made his last 
appearance. 
He sought rest first at 
his home in New York and then went 
to Europe. 
Falling to find relief he 
returned to this country . 
Richard 
Mansfield was 
born 
in 
Heligoland in 18 57. 
He studied for 
the East^Indian civil servioe, but soon 
afterward came to this country and 
opened a studio in Boston. 
It was 
his hope and intention to beoome an 
artist and to this end he studied art 
in England. 
The desi re to become an 
actor, however, was so great that at 
length he gave np his artistic endeav­ 
ors to go on 
the stage. 
He play ed 
small parts in comic opera in Eng ­ 
land. 
He retnrned to the United States 
and appeared at the Standard theatre 
in New 
York. 
His 
ability 
soon 
brought him recognition as he appear­ 
ed w ith^istinction in a repertoire of 
wide range, from 
Lakoko in 
the 
Mikado, to Richard 
III. 
Mansfield 
became the owner of his company . 
He married Beatrice Cameron, one of 
hie company . 
One of bis greatest successes was 
his appearance as Cy rano De 
Ber­ 
gerac in 18 99, when that play and his 
acting became tho popular rage. 
Mansfield won fame in Beau Brum- 
mel and in the roles of Dr. J eky ll and 
Mr. Hy de. 
He gained much fame as 
Shy lock in “ The Merchant of Ven­ 
ice,” and 
as 
Brntns 
in 
“ J nlins 
Caesar. * ’

There were 7,9 9 8 ,8 79 ,78 5 cigars of 
all kinds smoked in the United States 
last y ear. 
If all the cigars consumed during 
the y ear were laid end to end, they 
wonld reach a distance 
of 631,720 
m iles, they wonld circle the earth at 
the equator twenty -five times, and If 
laid from Washington to San Francis- 
oo, they wonld make a pathway 17# 
feet wide. 
They 
would completely 
cover the Washington monument and 
grounds, and there would be enough 
cigars to keep “ Uncle J oe” Cannon 
supplied for the nex t ten y ears. 
If 
they were laid in a pile of 100 feet 
square they wonld^reach to a height 
of 5# miles, and wonld weigh 67,9 9 6 
tons. 
The ashes would weigh 
208 2 
tons 
To lig ht the 
cigars 
it 
requires 
20,8 64,39 2 box es of matches, 
which 
are composed of 18 97 tons of wood 
and 19 tons of snlphnr and brimstone. 
If a cigar were’given to each man, 
and they stood side 
by side, they 
wonld circle the 
earth 1212 times, 
making a ring 
of smoke one mile 
wide aroand the earth, and If each 
man was required to dig[one day in 
the Panama oanal, it wonld take just 
three weeks to oomplete the job. 
At fifty cigars to the box , it requir­ 
ed 169 ,9 77,8 76 
box es. 
If the box es 
were laid 
end to end they 
wonld 
make a bridge from the J amestown 
Ex position to London, Enland, three 
feet four inches wide. 
And if laid 
from Washington to the north pole, 
Lieut. Peary would 
have a 
board 
walk of box es three feet one Inch 
wide, and have one box left to pot on 
top of the pole. 
They woud make a fence completely 
aronnd the United States. 
At 5 cents 
each the cost would be $39 9 ,9 44,8 37.25, 
which is $15.45 for every man and 
child in 
the 
United 
States. 
The 
money would educate 1,69 9 ,79 9 stu­ 
dents at Yale College each y ear. 
It 
would build fifty first class battle­ 
ships 
If it were all in nickels it 
would weigh 10,414 tons. 
If it were 
all in $1 bills the President could 
walk on a path of dollars five feet 
wide to the Panama canal. 
The mon­ 
ey would support 118 ,69 0 families of 
five comfortably .

"My duty and honor will not allow 
bae to discuss m atters of occurrences 
considered or taking place at the 
meetings of the board of directors, 
nor will my dignity permit me to pos­ 
itively discuss personal m atters fur­ 
ther than to deny the report which un­ 
doubtedly emanated from tee same 
source as the reports appearing in to­ 
day's newspapers and which have been 
frequently published, to the effect that 
the friendship which existed between 
Mr. Fish and myself was broken just 
prior to my election as president of 
the Illinois Central In November, 1906. 
The fact is that Mr. Fish's actions 
had severed that friendship several 
years prior to that time. 
"Repo, is have also been published 
to the effect that during the long 
friendship of Mr. Fish and myself, 
frequent promotions were given me 
through the influence of Mr. Fish. As 
a m atter of fact my connection with

Indianapolis. Aug. SO.—A rumor Is 
circulating about th© statehouse that 
Governor Hanly may refuse to sign 
the issue of bonds provided for by the 
last general assembly for the payment 
of the so-called Vincennes University 
claim. The bonds provide for the pay­ 
ment of about $1 ?0,000. This sum. It 
is claimed, has been due to the uni­ 
versity for a long time. 
It Is possi­ 
ble that a new chapter, therefore, may 
be written in the history of this claim. 
The last general assembly passed a 
bill providing for the sale of bonds, 
out of which the claim was to be paid, 
On the grounds that the aet was un­ 
constitutional the governor vetoed it. 
The general assembly went to the at­ 
torney general, who gave an opinion 
adverse to that of the governor and 
which upheld the act as a proper one. 
Acting on the strength of this opinion, 
the bill was passed by both houses 
over the veto of the governor. 
The 
bill contains the phrase, “attested to 
by the governor," 
Therefore, to val­ 
idate the bonds, they must be signed 
by Governor Hanly, W hether a court 
could mandate him to sign the bonds 
in case he should refuse, as the rumor 
has it that he will do, is a question 
that is being warmly argued by the 
lawyers about the statehouse.

Much excitement has 
been aroused, growing out of the cir­ 
culation cf a rem onstrance In the Sec­ 
ond ward. and the feeling has been 
intensified by a declaration credited 
to the mayor, now In New York city, 
that the saloons were not th *1 only vio­ 
lators of the law, and that druggists 
had I KH *n doing a land-office business 
on holidays, and at times when the 
retail liquor houses were closed. 
It 
is now proposed, when the mayor re* 
turns, that he I*© called before the 
grand Jury to tell what he knows of 
illegal sales by Warsaw pharmacists. 
A muss meeting of women was held 
in the M. E. church, In which Mrs, 
W H. B ennett wife of the presiding 
elder of the district, advised that the 
m erchants be whipped into line In the 
work of obtaining signatures to the 
remonstrance.
